The ratepayers are taking a very 
live interest in the affairs of the 
town at the present time, and there 
was a big attendance at the meet- 
ing of the Town Council held on 
Tuesday evening. 

Mayor Lambert presided, and 
Councillors present were Brown, 
Clemens and McCulloch. 

CLEANING OF THE TOWN 

It was reported by Constable 
Holmes that the cleaning of the 
town was proceeding satisfactorily, 
and the Constable was given author- 
ity to add to the present scaveng- 
ing staff for a long enough time to 
get the streets and vacant lots clean- 
ed up. 

It was also agreed to get a fence 
put up at the nuisance ground, and 
prevent pecple throwing refuse on 
the road allowance there having 
been several complaints with regard 
to this. 

PARK AGREEMENT NOT 

FORWARD YET 

Councillor McCulloch reported 
that he and Councillor Clemens had 
visited the CPR offices in Calgary 
to get information re the agreement 
with the town and the CPR. Mr 
Dennis was not in town, but they 
had seen Mr Duff, who informed 
them that the ugreement was not 
completely drafted yet, but that it 
would probably be forward on Fri- 
day or Saturday. * It had not, how- 
ever, come to hand yet. 

GRANT TO STRATHMORE 

SPORTS 
It was agreed to give a grant of 
75 towards the Sports on June 3. 
TOWN HALL ROOF--ACTION 
SUSPENDED 

A petition, signed by about 50 
ratepayers, asking the Council to 
suspend action in regard to putting 
an entirely new roof on the Town 
Hall until the report of a practical 
man was got as to the steps nece 
essary to make the present roof 
watertight, was read, The terms 
of the reso'ution were published in 
our report last issue of the 
Board of Trade meeting. 

Councillor Clemens said that if 
the building did not require a new 
roof there was no object in putting 
one on, 

Councillor McCulloch said he 
thought a new roof necessary. The 
present roof had been repaired time 
and again and it was never satisface 
tory. If.they did not get the leaks 
stopped soon they would have to 
replaster the interior of the building. 
THE ENERGETIC MR. BUSH 

Mayor Lambert, said they had 
a petition before them that evening, 
and as it was signed by between 
forty and fifty ratepavers, it had a 
certain amount of weight, He did 
not like however, the way which 
the petition had been got up. Mr 
Bush, who went round with it was a 
good talker, and had lots of time on 
his hands, and it was probable that 
he averaged half-an-hour en each 
of the persons who signed it. The 
Councillors had not the opportunity 
of putting the other side of the case 
forward. The fairer way would 
have been to leave the petition in 
some o! the local stores, and let the 
public sign it there. Several of the 
people whose natmes were on the 
petition had come round to him and 
told him that they had put their 
names on the petition to get rid of 
Mr Bush, 

Mr Vickery, speaking as a _ rate- 
payer, said Mr Bush approached 
him and asked him to sign the peti- 
tion, but he refused. One of the 
reasons in tavor of the petition giv- 
en by Mr Bush was that the new 
roof would cost $700. He also 
said that it would spoil the appear- 
ance of the building. It was not 
put up, as far as he could see, on 
the Corinthian, Gothic, or any spec- 
ial style of architecture, and he did 
not see what special beauty it had 
at the present time. Mr Bush was 
the man who built the hall, and he 
should have been ashamed to come

Life on the Planets. | 


The possible existence of life on 
the planets is discussed in the “Jour- 
nal of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of Canada” by Professor R. G. | 
Aitken of the Lick Observatory, who | 
summarize the latest conclusions of 
astronomers upon this question. Pro- | 
fessor Aitken considers that the ex- 


moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Ura- 
nas or Neptune is extremely !mprob- 
able. Although Venus greatly resem- 
bles the earth, it is generally believed 
by astronomers that the day and the 
year of the planet are of equal dura- 
tion, In that case no life can exist 
upon it. Concerning Mars, Professor 
Aitken says that “astronomers are not 
agreed as to whgther the much-dis- 
cussed markings are canals or merely 
earthquake cracks, There are no 
permanent bodies of water on the 
nlanet,. The best that can be said Is 
that although the temperature on 
Mars is very low, ther® may be on the 
planet, to a limited extent, the con- 
ditions essential to life; probably only 
vegetable and low-order animal life,

Dearth of Seals. 

A despatch from 8t. John's, Nfid., 
by wireless t» Montreal, states that 
the sealing fleet off the east coast of 
Newfoundland reports the worst sea- 
son in the history ot the sealing in- 
dustry. The total catch so far is only 
50,000 seals, which is less than one 
boat secured in 1910, 

The fleet sailed on March 14, and 
comprised 2,000 men and many ves- 
sels. On March 20 they struck an ice 
“pan,” with 30,000 seals which they 
speedily slaughtered, Then followed 
a hunt by the steamers, plowing 
through the ice for the main herd, 
which usually floats down on ice | 
from the Polar regions 

The search was kept up for hun 
dreds of miles through the ice in 
every direction, but without success. 
The fleet is now seiling south, and 
hopes to find the main herd. The 
average catch fs 300,000 skins, repre- 
senting a millfon dollars, With the 
best luck it is not expected to axcaed 
one-third this year,

Rural Municipalities Ac 


®& How It Will Affect This 


District 


The new Rural Municipalities 
Act which was passed by the Alberta 
Legislaturé this spring, is one that 

“is of great interest to the farming 

community in this district, for it 
will to a large extent solve the 
problem of good roads, bridges, 
etc., which has been troubling so 
many farmers, The formation of a 
rural municipality b®re would work 
a big improvement on the roads, 
and in the general government of 
the district. 

Local Improvement District 12 
T4 councillors are heartily in favor 


of the new act, and the chairman, 
Mr. Way, with the other members 
are getting up a petition for the 


formation of a rural municipality. 


The following extracts trom the 


Camrose Canadian will somewhat 
explain the scope of the act: 
NINE TOWNSHIPS WITH 
COUNCIL OF FIVE 
The main features of the act are 
as follows: 
wijl include nine townships instead 
of four as in a local improvement 
district, 
embers elected by the district 
aw? hole, and they shall elect one 
of weir pumber chairman or reeve 
of the municipality. If, however, 
any municipality desires to divide 
its area into ions and elect a 
councillor for each division a by- 
law may be submitted to effect the 
change. This matter rests entirely 
with the people of each municipal- 
ity. 
BORROWING POWERS 
A Rural Municipality will have 
the power to borrow money for 
local improvements, The maxi- 
mum debt that may be incurred 
shall not exceed five per cent of the 
assessed value of the assessable 
land in the municipality. These 
loans may be repaid during a period 
of not more than thirty yeurs when 
the money is used for steel bridges, 
concrete culverts, etc., and of not 
more than twenty years when used 
for other purposes. These loans, 
together with the larger revenues 
obtained from nine townships, will 
put the councils in possession of 
sums of money sufficient to under- 
take works of reasonable magnitude 
and real substantial progress may 
be made in the development of the 
district. Nothing will do so much 
to increase the value of land ina 
district as the building of good 
roads aud bridges and the drainage 
of wet lands. — It is not fair or rea- 
sonable that the settlers of to-day 
should bear all the burden, The 
pioneers have always suffered mich 
that posterity might enjoy comfort, 
The settlers of to-day are entitledto 
the advantages of living in decently 
developed communities, and poster- 
ity and future settlers who will in- 
herit a land of peace and plenty, and 
who will reap where they have not 
sown, can afford to pay their share. 
ADDITIONAL POWERS 
The new municipalities will be 
given control of their own weed in- 
spection, herd t!aws, pound laws, 


health laws, drainage, and other | 


matters, Thus each distrigt will be 
able to solve its own problems in 
accordance with local conditions 
which vary greatly io a large pro- 
vince. 
HALL INSURANCE 
It twenty municipalities desire to 
unite for the contro! of nail insur- 
ance within their limits, machinery 
is provided, The reeves of the 
various municipalities will form the 
hail insurance board, and a rate 
may bé levied upon all assessable 
land within the twenty municipalities 
concerned, fo provide a hail insur- 
ance fund, 
SINGLE TAX— REBATE FOR 
CULTIVATION 
In the oew municipalities the 
single tax system will be followed 
just as it has been in the Local Im- 
provement districts. Land only 
shall be taxed.  Imprevements of 
every nature shall be exempt. They 
may go a step further and allow a 
rebate of 25 per cent of the taxes on 
all land that was under cultivation 
the previous year. This is a decided 
advantage to the actual settler as 
against the speculator, and it will 
encourage cultivat‘on. It is one of 
the streng arguments in favor of 
forming a rural municipality. 
DRAINAGE 
The securing of control of drain- 
age is a most important factor, 
Tremendous improvement can often 
be madein adistrict bycomparitively 
small expenditure in drainage if the 
consent of all parties can be secured, 
The local authorities are the proper 
ones to control the drainage act. In 
road making, many foolish mis- 
takes in making, and expensive de- 
vidtions, will be avoided under the 
new system. We have seen several 
hundred dollars spent on a_ ridicu- 
lons deviation that was afterwards 
idoned, when fifty or one hun- 
/etdollars would have drained the 
Piough, 
SCHOOLS 
Each municipality will, on the ad- 
vice of the school boards, take 
irge of the levying of school rates 
d collection of taxes in all school 
districts within its timits One as- 
sessment notice will show both 
school and road taxes. One set of 
officials will do the work. In case 
of a deficit in any school district the 
shortage will be advanced as a loan 
from the general funds of the muni- 
cipality. No school will hereafter

TAXES FIXED BY PEOPLE 


In some quarters gfear has been 
expressed that Bow system 
would mean rapid increase of taxa- 
tion. They fear the county system 
of the United States and Eastern 
Canada, where the building of 
court. houses and registry offices 
and the employment of hordes of 
officials make taxation a burden 
on the people. This fear is ground- 
less. No such changes are made 
possible by the act. There will be 
no buildings and no extra officials. 
The council cannot borrow any 
money before a by-law has been 
carried by a two-thirds vote ot the 
electors authorizing them to do so, 
A separate by-law must be carried 
in this way for each individual loan. 
The people have absolute control 

The payment of the councillors 
also will be a saving. Only five 
are to be paid where formerly there 
were nine. The allowance is $4 per 
day for the reeve and $3 per day toi 
the other councillors for a maximun

HOW TO FORM 
MUNICIPALITY 
It is first necessary for some five 
ratepayers to constitute themselves 
a ‘municipal committee” and to pre- 
sent to the minister a petition sign- 
ed by at least fifty ratepayers resi- 
dent in the proposed municipality 
asking that a vote be taken as fo 
whether or not a municipality 
shall be formed. When the minis- 
ter satisfies himself that the petition 
is regular he will authorize the vote, 
Which must be taken within thirty 
days of such authorization. A ma- 
jority vote shall decide the question, 
Petitions must be in prior to Aug- 
ust 1st in any year. Municipal or- 
ganization shall come into effect on 
the second Monday in December of 
any year.

Origion of Radium 


Of the various preblems raised by 
the discovery of radium and its as- 


| position, and accordingly proceeded to | socjates, all but two have now been 


solved, said Prof. Frederick Soddy in 
his recent discourse at the Royal in- 
stitution. The two remaininz put 
zles are the origin, and the ultimate 


disintegration products of uranium 
and thorium. These two primary 
fadio-active elements are the only 


ones changing slowly enough to ac- 
count for the maintenance of radium 
in the earth, and the only ones with 
specific gravities higher than that of 
radium, As it is highly improbable 
that radium {is the result of a union 
of two or more elements, {It follows 
that the physicist must look to uran- 
{um or thorium as its source. 

In order to test the percentage of 
radium, Prof. Soddy nine years ago 
purified some uranium (from radium) 
and set it aside in a closed vessel. 


| After a year and a half he found 


a trace of radium in the vessel, but 
only a thousandth part of tye amount 


that should have accumulated theor- | 


etically. The non-appearance of rad- 
ium Professor Soddy explained by the 
assumption that an intermediate pro- 
duct occurs between uranium = and 
radium. He began further isolation 


| experiments In 1905 to test this hy- 


pothesis. The result of these has 


} been the conclusion that the radium 


fonnd wes the result of small auan- 
tities of fonium not removed during 
the preliminary purification. Ion- 
ium is a substance discovered by 


Bottwood, in America, and Keelman | 


in Germany, in uranium minerals (and 
at first assumed to be actinium), 
which generates radium at a rapid 
rate. Chemicallly, it appears to be 
identical with thorium.

INCREASE BUFFALO HERD. 


May Bring Animals from Fort Chipp-- 
wyan t8 Wainwright. 


Ed. Ellis, who has charge of the 
buffalo park at Wainwright, on: the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, reports that {tt 
is improbable that many more buffalo 
will be brought up from the Flathead 
range in Montana, although twenty 
or thirty may be brought this sum- 
mer. There are now 990 at Wain- 
vright and the number is increasing 
apidly, there having been 170 calves 
iast year. He expects there will be 
about 2£9 calves this year. 

Mr. Ellis is of the opinion that a 
orofitable Industry might be evolved 
from the buffalo farm business be- 
cause of the value of the heads and | 
hides. The old cows and bulls might 
be killed off each year and a constant 
supply maintained in this way. Some 
of the cows are becoming very fierce, 
and it will probably be necessary to | 
shoot them, They have charged the 
herders several tines and there have 
been a number of narrow escapes; 
the bulls, however, seem to be much | 
mre quiet and have not given any 
trouble at yet. 

There is another large herd of buf- 
falo. in the country north of Fort 
Chippewyan and some of these ani-| 
mals may be brought down to Wain | 
wright so as to put some new bloed in | 
the herd there. |
